OM,«ipcrienml flcx'kniHNtcm are usu- 
ally guiilul by certain golden maxims, 
one being that variety in the feeding of 
sheep is indispensably noct*s*itry. Many 
of onr most snceeusfnl sheep raisers are 
those who adopt the largest aeries of 
fodder crops, not became seasons cause 
one kind to answer when another fails, 
bnt owing to sheep having their likes 
and dislikes no less than human beings. 

Instead of depending wholly on hay. 
turnip or silage, as some do, the saga- 
cions and experienced tl* ck masters add 
to that cabbage, kohl rabi, thousand 
headed kale, rape, vetches or whatever 
is snited to the climate and location.

Clos^ folding is now very commonly 
practiced among the leading flock mas- 
ter* in Britain. The advantages of close 
folding when judiciously practiced are 
very great. It is most commonly prac- 
ticed in those districts where Down 
sheep are kept, and where the arable 
land is adapt**! to the growth of fodder 
or catch crops.

Immediately after 
the crop is removed plow yonr land and 
sow one or ull of these seeds and you 
will not only have abundant feed for all 
varieties of stoc k as well as for sheep, 
bnt yon will at the saute time be greatly 
enriching your land. The system is ex- 
tensively followed out in England; why 
not in America? 

Change of feed is one of the great , 
secrets of successful sheep fanning.
